And the Apoſtle Peter faith; That che Elders were not to be 
Lords over God's Heritage , but that they might be Examples in- 
good Life and Converſation, and good Doctrine ; Not by Conſtraint, . 
for filthy Lucre . but willingly, of a ready Mind, 1 Pet. 5. 1, 2. 


have deſtroyed them that would not Receive Him ; and cold them, 
He Came not to deſtroy Mens Lives, but to ſave them: And Christ 
s the True Light, that doth Enlighten every one that comes into the 
World. and faith, Beliewe in the Light, that ye may become Chil- 
dren of - the Light. And God pours out bis Spirit upon all Fleſh , 
namely, his Sons and Daughters, Servants and Hand-Maids, Tonng 
Men and Old Men: And fo the Manifeſtation of the Spirit of God 
is given to every one to profit withal, ſo that in the Spirit they L 
may lerve and worſhip the Living God that made them.

Ard ſo He would not have Men to be deſtroyed, nor gave no ſuch

And Chriſt ſent his Apoſtles and Diſciples. to Preach the Goſpel of 
Life and Salvation to all Nations, and every Creature under Hea- | 
ven; He did not ſay, They ſhould impriſox, and ſpoil the Goods, | 
and deftroy ſuch as would not receive their Goſpel, nor believe it ; 
but chey ſhould ſhake off the Du$t off their Feet , which ſhould be. 
a ſufhcient Witneſs againſt them. | 

And Chriſt, by the Grace of God, taſted Death for all Men , and, 
Chrift gave himſelf a. Ranſom for all Men, to be teftifyed of in due 
time : So, hath not Chri$ in this purchaſed all, and bought all Man- 
kind with a Price, namely, with his Blood, in taSt:ng Death for 
them all, and giving Himſelf a Ranſom for all 2 And therefore, are 
not all Men to Lowe one another, and Forgive one another, in this 

' his Goſpel-Day ? For Chriſt ſaith, Fudge not, that ye be not Judged; 
and, With what Meaſure ye mete, it ſhall be meaſured to you again, 
Marth. 7. 1, 2. | 

And the Chriſtians were not to judge nor deſpiſe one another a- 
bout cating of Meats, nor obſerving of Dayes; but Let every Man 
be fully perſwaded in his own Mind, Rom. 14. to the Exd, Colol. 2, 
16. And the Apoſtle Paul faith to the Church of Chriſt, Not that 
we have Dominion over your Faith ; but we are Helpers of your Toy : 
for by Faith ye ſtand, 2 Cor. 1, 24. 

So Faith being the Gift of God, which Chriſt is the Author and 
Finiſher of ; the Apoſtles did not claim a Dominion over the Faith, 
which is the Gift of God in Peoples Conſciences. And the Apoſtle 
laith, God bath dealt to every Man a Proportion of Faith, as in Rom. 
I2. 3. and this Faith, the Apoſtle faith, works by Lowe, Gal. 5.6, - 
22. And again, the Apoſtle ſaith, Whatſoewver is not of Faith, 1s 
Sin, Rom. 14 23. And the Righteouſneſs of Faith ſaith, The Word 
z4 in the Heart, and in the Mouth, to obey it, and to do it. 

And the Apoſile ſaid, They were not to ſpeak Evil one of another,

no Reſpefier of Perſons , but in every Nation, be that. feareth God, 
and worketh Righteouſneſs, is accepted with Him: And this the 
| Apoſtle Peter ſaid, when he went among the Gentiles, he by Na- 

ture being a Few. So if God doth accept, in every Nation, all them: 
that fear Him, and work KighooulaS; therefore, ought not all 
that have the Mind of Chri$s, and Profels true Chriſtianity, to. be- 
Tender to ſuch as fear God, and work Righteouſneſs ? and are not 
..all Chriſtians, that Love Chrisi, to keep the Command of Chrift "

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one another, and to Lowe Enemzeg& Then they cannor- 
cute, and ſpoil the Goods, and Impriſon any concerning Church,

And God Reproves and Judges ſuch as build up Sion with Blood , 
for the Lord ſaith, That Sion that is built np with Blogd, ſhall be 
Plowed up as a Field, that is turned up-ſide down, Micah 3.10, 12.
